Masked Men Bind and Gag the 
Night Watchman 



Of the Star Brewing Co., Cleveland, 
0., and Blow the Safe. 



Cleveland, 0., Nov. 13. —The moat 
Mutational and successful robbery 
that has occurred In this city for years 
was perpetrated at the works of the 
Star Urewing Company early Wednes- 
day morning. Ntffhtwatchman Louis 
Christiansen, was making his routine 
Inspection of the building, when fivo 
masked men aprang out of the dark- 
ness. A fierce struggle ensued and 
weapons of all kinds were brought 
Into use. The robbers were 
heavily armed, but refrained from 
using their guns in order to avoid 
noise. The watchman was Bnally 
overcome, bound and gagged nnd tied 
to a steam pipe- The robbers then 
broke open the office door and wrapped 
the safe with wet blankets. The com- 
bination handle was broken off and the 
safe blown to pieces with dynamite. 
After looting the safe of its contents 
and taking everything of value in the 
office the robbers departed. The help- 
less watchman managed to free him- 
self after repeated struggles, and gave 
the alarm. 

Offic era quickly arrived and made a 
thorough Investigation. The robbers 
left no clue behind them, but it is the 
opinion of the police that the crime 
was the work of professional safe 
blowers. The robbers secured «S,000 
in money and carried away a collec- 
tion of rare coins belonging to C A. 
8trangman valued at 81,500. The rob- 
bery occurred In a densely populated, 
wealthy residence part of the city.

SECRET SERVICE. 
Report or Chief W. P. Haieii- 

Washihoton, Nov. 12.— The annual 
report of W. P. Hasen, chief of the se 
eret service, states that the counterfeit- 
ing of paper money has materially de- 
creased during the past year. This 
can in part be accounted for by the 
large increase in "raised" or "altered' 
notes found in circulation, some of 
which are most skilfully exe 
cuted. He attributes the facil- 
ity with which the public art 
deceived by raised notes to 
the frequent chnnges in the designs oi 
the United States notes, which makes 
it almost impossible for the public to 
become familiar with the currency. It 
is also made plain, he adds, that tht 
distinctive paper in use is an aid to th< 
criminal rather than a protection tc 
the public, because of the fact that I 
note printed upon paper containing 
silk threads (as a number of the besi 
of the counterfeits and all 
the raised notes are) is accepted 
in a majority of instaucei 
without hesitation, owing to the erro- 
neous impression that the paper used 
by the government is manufactured b] 
• secret process and can not be coun- 
terfeited. He has also become con 
vlnced that the introduction of silk 
into the paper tends to lessen it> 
wearing qualities and is. therefore, 
responsible to a degree for its short 
life. 

The counterfeiting of gold and silver 
coins has been on the increase In all 
parts of the oountry. Some counter- 
felts of silver coins have appeared on 
the Pacific coast that are quite as good 
as the genuine, both in weight and fine- 
ness, and made from dies of excellent

Makat Hie Annual H apart to the S e e rs 

Washington, Nov. 13. — In transmit- 
ting to the secretary of war the annual 
reports of the department command- 
ers In connection with his own reports 
upon the military operations of the 
past year, Oen. Nelson A. Miles, com- 
manding the army, takes occasion to 
commend the discipline and personnel 
of the army. 

Regarding the distribution of the 
army at important fortifications along 
the 8,000 miles of seacoast and at cer- 
tain points along the 7,000 miles of na- 
tional boundary, which is necessary to 
give security against a foreign foe and 
protection from Indiana, Oen. Miles 
earnestly recommends that no consid- 
eration for the location of military 
posts be entertained, except wfcen they 
are called for by the military author- 
ities and deemed absolutely essential 
for the national requirements. 

Oen. Miles recommends that the en- 
listed strength of the army be fixed at 
one soldier to every 2,000 of population 
as a minimum, the maximum not to ex- 
ceed one soldier for every 1 ,000 of popu- 
lation. "The strength to be determined 
by the president of the United States 
according to the necessities and requir- 
ments of the nation." 

He renews his previous recommenda- 
tion that at least two stations west of 
the Rocky mountains and one east be 
established for the accommodation of 
one regiment of cavalry eacW^aleo the 
recommendations concerning the use 
of bicycles and motor wagons and the 
promotion of enlisted men whoshallbe 
found competent after thorough exam- 
ination to the grade of second lieuten- 
ant after five years' service. 

Referring to coast defenses. Gen. 
Miles renews his recommendations of 
last year for liberal appropriations for 
high power guns, mortars and other 
artillery necessities, and urges suf- 
ficient appropriations for the work of 
ordnance, engineer and quartermas- 
ter's departments be made available 
during the coming year. Among items
